The  1977  Boston  Pops  season  marked  the  48th  year  that  a unique  partnership  — Arthur  Fiedler 
and  the  Boston  Pops  — brought  music  lovers  from  all  over  the  country'  and  the  world  to  Symphony 
Hall.  At  the  close  of  the  season,  Mr.  Fiedler  had  conducted  the  Pops  for  three  seasons  longer  than  all 
of  his  seventeen  predecessors  combined,  and  through  his  originality,  his  warm  and  sometimes 
mysterious  stage  presence,  and  his  inimitable  style,  the  distinguished,  white-haired  gentleman 
on  the  podium  has  become  one  of  Boston’s  best  known,  best  loved  citizens. 

He  was  bom  here  in  Boston  on  17  December  1894,  his  background  deeply  rooted  in  European 
musical  tradition.  His  father,  Emanuel  Fiedler,  was  an  Austrian-bom  violinist  who  played  in  the 
Boston  Symphony  for  25  years.  His  mother  was  a gifted  pianist  and  musician  wdio  gave  young 
Arthur  his  first  piano  lessons,  which  he  admits  were  along  with  the  practicing,  a chore.  He  was 
schooled  at  the  Prince  Grammar  School,  and  Boston  Latin  imtil  his  father  retired  from  the  Orchestra 
and  took  the  family  back  to  Austria.  But  that  was  not  before  Arthur  had  absorbed  some  of  the  music 
and  culture  that  belongs  to  Boston.  He  worked  in  publishing  houses  in  Vienna  and  Berlin,  and  then 
entered  the  Royal  Academy  in  Berlin  to  study  violin,  piano,  and  conducting. 

Fiedler  returned  to  Boston  at  the  start  of  World  War  I,  and  in  1915  joined  the  BSO  under  Karl 
Muck.  He  was  not  only  a violinist,  but  played  as  orchestra  violist,  pianist,  organist,  and  percussionist 
as  well. 

In  1924,  he  formed  and  was  the  conductor  of  the  Boston  Sinfonietta,  a chamber  orchestra  made 
up  of  BSO  members.  Then  in  an  effort  to  bring  as  much  music  to  the  public  as  possible,  he  initiated 
a campaign  of  several  years  for  a series  of  free  outdoor  concerts.  His  efforts  were  rewarded  in  1929 
with  the  first  Esplanade  Concert  on  the  Charles  River.  In  1954,  to  celebrate  the  twenty-fifth 
anniversary  of  those  concerts,  the  Arthur  Eiedler  Foot  Bridge  was  dedicated  over  what  is  now 
Storrow  Drive.  He  was  appointed  the  eighteenth  conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  in  1930. 


The  New  England  Conservatory  Chorus 

The  New  England  Consers'atory  Choms  was  founded  in  1947  by  its  Director,  Lorna  Cooke  de 
Varon.  The  group  was  established  to  provide  professional  training  for  future  singers,  educators, 
and  conductors,  and  has  in  the  thirty  years  since,  become  one  of  the  country’s  most  distinguished 
vocal  groups.  The  chorus  has  performed  with  the  Boston  Symphony  annually  for  the  past  twenty- 
five  years,  and  has  made  17  recordings  with  the  BSO  on  the  RCA  Victor  and  Deutsche  Grammophon 
labels.  Tlieir  most  recent  recording  was  Berlioz’s  Romeo  and  Juliette  which  won  the  Grand  Prix 
du  Disque.  The  group  has  made  extensive  tours  of  the  United  States,  the  Soviet  Union,  and 
Europe,  and  has  performed  under  many  distinguished  conductors  including  Seiji  Ozawa,  Colin 
Davis,  Charles  Munch,  Erich  Leinsdorf,  Leonard  Benistein,  Aaron  Copland,  Robert  Shaw,  and 
Nadia  Boulanger.  Mrs.  de  Varon  is  enjoying  her  thirtieth  year  as  conductor  of  the  New  England 
Conserv^atory  Chorus.

The  Boston  Pops 

l\Tien  Major  Henry  Lee  Higginson  founded  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  in  1881,  he  fulfilled  a 
long-cherished  dream  of  bringing  a permanent  orchestra  to  Boston.  It  was  his  wish  for  the  orchestra 
“to  give  as  many  serious  concerts  of  classical  music  as  were  wanted  . . . and  to  give  at  other  times, 
and  more  especially  in  the  summer,  concerts  of  a lighter  kind  of  music.”  During  the  summer  of  1885 
the  second  part  of  Major  Higginson’s  dream  was  realized.  On  Saturday,  11  July  the  first  Promenade 
concert  began  with  Rossini’s  William  Tell  Overture  under  the  direction  of  Adolph  Neuendorff.  The 
concerts,  held  in  Boston’s  Old  Music  Hall,  soon  became  known  as  “Popular”  concerts,  and  later 
became  the  “Pops,”  but  no  matter  what  they  were  called,  with  light  refreshments  and  an  airy,  cheer- 
ful atmosphere,  they  grew  quickly  in  popularity  into  the  springtime  tradition  that  they  are  in  Boston 
today.  The  concerts  continued  in  the  Music  Hall  through  1899,  and  then  were  moved  to  Mechanics 
Hall  in  1900  until  Svmphony  Hall,  the  Boston  Svmphony’s  new  permanent  home,  was  completed 
in  1901. 

In  its  first  45  years,  the  Boston  Pops  had  seventeen  conductors.  Then,  on  7 May  1930  the 
Pops  season  began  with  Boston-bom  Arthur  Fiedler  as  its  new  conductor.  Under  his  direction,  the 
Boston  Pops  has  been  recorded  more  than  any  other  orchestra  in  the  world.  Orchestra  and  Con- 
ductor are  known  virtually  all  over  the  world,  bringing  popular  music  together  with  the  Classics, 
and  greater  enjoyment  to  a whole  new  generation  of  music  lovers.
